In response to the Restriction and/or Election Requirement mailed September 
29, 2004, in the above-identified patent application, Applicants elect with traverse the 
invention of Group I, Claims 1-4, 7-15 and 17-22, drawn to a method of enhancing 
expression of a desired protein at mucosal effector sites by placing the protein to be 
expressed under the control of phoP promoter (SEQ ID NO: 2) and a recombinant gut- 
colonizing microorganism transformed with a construct comprising a PhoP promoter. 

Applicants respectfully submit that the inventions of Group I and II (enhanced 
expression of a desired protein at mucosal effector site, the gut) is achieved by the selection 
of certain promoters (see Example 5 and corresponding Figure 5). The inventions of Group I 
and II share significant commonality in both the method steps (see Examples) and the end 
result (enhanced expression of a desired protein in the gut). Applicant submit Groups I and II 
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are thus embodiments of the same inventive concept. Accordingly, Applicants request 
rejoinder of Groups I and II.
